Gouged Out His Wife's Eyes.

Mrs. Boban, » midale-aged, matronly
womnn, was surrounded and supported by
hier three married daoghtors, Mrs. John Hoff.
man, Mrs. John Wieal and Mrs, John Barry.
Hor sistor, Mra., Willimn N, Terrill, was also
preseut in oourt,

Mrs, Bolhan was dressed eutirely in black,
and on her eyes wers bandages. Sho will
nover soe again, and the story of her abuse is
w singularly horrible one,

Her husband seems fo have a peonliar
manin for this sort of cruelty, for he de-
prived his wife of sight by two deliberate
acts more than two years apart, Just
after Easter, 1846, Dohan became infuriated
at hin wife beosuse she rofused to give him
n small sum of money, her possession of
which be had adiseovered, and, rashing upon
ber, he thrust his thumb into her left eye,
and attempted (o gouge it out, so  damaging
it that the sight was completely dostroyed.

After that hie froquently declared that some
dny ho wonld bave her other ¢ye out, and on
July 21, ol the present year, he earried out
his threat,

Hoban was the propristar of a low saloon
nt ltookaway Heach, and his brother lived
with him and hiv wifo, On July 30 the
brother loft, suying that ho was going sway
to work.

Willinm Bohan dill not coms home that
Bundar night, but put in an appearance next
dav.  He was partinlly intoxicatod, nud was
guvigte in his talk with his wife, He necusad
her of driving his  brother away, and
whon she denied that she had nn{thinu to do
with his folut lie threw an ear of corn at her
bend, but missed her. This only made him
wore furious and arising he nl;:pmnl.ml Ler.

T'he danghter, Mrs. John Hoffman, sat on
her mother's knee ut the time, nud
that  her father took hior
hoad  between his  Lands, holding
it oas m s vies, and that while
b thas bold hor head, he thrust his thamb
into ber rght eyo and gouged it out so that
it lay on ber cheok,

Hohan ran away, but returped after two
days and was arrested by Constable Jones
and confined in the Queens County jail
without bml. The Graud Jury found
two indictments :r(uult him, one for thoe
offense of 1880, aud the other for that of last
July. J. M. Beaman nppeared as his connssl
i the trisl before Judge Garretson, aud Dis.
